Oxford-AstraZeneca generated Covishield, which is now manufactured by specifically the 
Serum Institute of India. 


Vaccine Classification 


Covaxin is indeed an inactivated vaccine developed on a tried-and-true platform of the dead 
viruses. 


This vaccine was created using technologies obtained from Whole-Virion Lysed Vero Cells. 
They include inactive viruses that cannot kill humans but can somehow teach the immune system 
how to plan a defense mechanism against the corona virus.

Both Covishield as well as Covaxin could be stored particularly at 2-8 degrees Celsius, which is 
the temperature of a standard refrigerator. Since many vaccines in India are stored at the very 
same temperature scale, both of the vaccines are best fit for Indian conditions.
